Farmers Should Assist 
In Work of Collecting 
Agricultural Statistics 


Amongst the statistical reforms 
accomplished or inaugurated by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, estab- 
lished in 1918, none is of more im- 
portance than that which is concern- 
ed with agriculture, the leading in- 
dustry of Canada. It is essential that 
the mercantile, banking and insurance 
Interests should have accurate infor- 
mation respecting the country's an- 
nual agricultural production, and that 
Statesmen and legislators should 
know the volume and direction of the 
country’s progress. To farmers them- 
selves it is of supreme importance to 
know what areas are being devoted 
to particular crops in their own and 
other countries, how such crops are 
being extended or withdrawn from 
cultivation, and what is the volume of 
production in one season as compar- 


ed with another. They should, by 
means of accurate information on 
these points, be able to form their 


ywn judgment as to the local crops 
likely to prove remunerative. 
Similarly, a knowledge of the num- 
bers of farm live stock, and whether 
these are increasing or decreasing 
from year to year, is iniportant to all 
dealers; and is at least of equal im- 
portance to breeders and producers. 
Moreover Canada as a country adher- 
ing to the International Institute of 
Agriculture at Rome, has undertaken 
to furnish periodical reports on the 
agricultural production of the Dom- 
inion, receiving and publishing in ex- 
change the valuable information res- 
pecting the agricultpral production of 
other countries which the Institute 
collects and disseiminates. 

In Canada, estimates of agricultural

statistics by the Dominion Govern- 
ment have been annually made since 
1908, these estimates having been 


compiled from the returns of crop 
correspondents in percentages of the 
previous year’s data. Except for im- 
mediate and tentative purposes, this 
method has now been abandoned as 
imperfect; and during the past three 
years the annual agricultural statistics 


of the Dominion have been based on} 


returns of areas sown and numbers of 
live stock on the farm, collected from 
individual farmers in the 
June. This information is obtained 
by means of a simple cardboard 
schedule, which is distributed to far- 
mers through the agency of the rural 
school teachers and children The 
cards, when completed, are first sent 
to the provincial government, who, 
after having them sorted into coun- 
ties or districts, transmits them to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ot- 
tawa for final compilation into totals 
by adding machinery. 

The figures thus collected form a

Similar procedure 
is applied to the numbers of farm 
live stock as classified by ages, and 
information as to the number of liy- 
ing animals on the farm in June is 
collected on the same cards as used 
for crops. The system was applied 
experimentally for the first time in 
June, 1917, in four provinces, in 1918 
and 1919 it was extended to all the 
nine provinces of Canada, The pro- 
portion of returns has varied from 
about 21 to 59 percent of the total 
number of farms, except in two of 
the western provinces last year, 
| where the proportion fell below the 
minimum in consequence of the dis- 
location of arrangements by the Win- 
nipeg strike. 

As the time is now approaching for 
the collection of this year’s returns 
of the arcas sown and the numbers 
of farm animals, it is desirable to call 
j the serious attention of farmers to 
the duty of filling up the simple sche- 
dule*required. Any farmer who does 
not receive a card by the middle of 
June should apply for one either to 
the school teacher in his school dis-

Cost of Proposed Scheme Will Be 
One Million Dollars 


Further evidence of how the prairie

Many Valuable Uses 
May be Found For 
Western Flax Straw 


In the bureau of standards at 


Washington, there will soon begin a 
series of experiments on flax straw 
from Western Canada which might be 
of inestimable importance in the fu- 
ture development of flax growing in 
the west. Chief among the objeéts 
held in view by the experimenters is 
that of demonstrating, if possible, the 
feasibility of making paper from this 
straw. Some kinds of paper have al- 
ready been made, but it is hoped that, 
on account of the dearness of news- 
print and the desirability of prevent- 
ing too great an inroad on the forest 
resources of Canada, some method 
may be found of using this product 


for the manufacture of a pulp from 
which newsprint can be made. 
A shipment of flax straw is now 


leaving the west for Washington, In 
the west nearly two million acres 
have been devoted to the growing of 
flax for seed, the climate being hither- 
to regarded as not exactly right {6 
the flax fibre.

Last year in the 
house, Mr. S, Frank Glass, member 
for Middlesex East, who has preach 
ed the flax industry in season and out 
of season for years, exhibited a fine 
quality of paper produced from 
western flax. This paper was suitable 
for making bank notes, but it is hop- 
ed to get cheaper paper, such as 
newsprint paper as well, although the 
possibility of success in this direction 
now rests on the lap of the gods. If 
this venture is a success, and small 
mills for making pulp of this straw 
come to be built in Western Canada 
as aresult of the demonstrations, 
there is little doubt but that the flax 
growing industry in the west would 
grow by leaps and bounds.
